Chris 
rapidly learned which walruses could 
be approached and which were best 
observed from a distance.

There was historical evidence that there 
was a time some hundreds of years ago 
when there were no sunspots for a period 
of about seventy years. This fact was dis- 
covered by someone named Maunder, 
hence the name. In order to prevent such a 
dire reoccurrence, the Palos Verdes 
Sundancers got out their grass skirts and 
the big bass bongo, Big DX, and danced 
up the sunspots every 11 years or so. The 
problem with the Sundancers was that af- 
ter they got the flux up, they lost interest 


and stopped dancing! This plunged us into 
another cycle minimum and they had to be 
coaxed into doing it all over again."

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WE6RW Not Lunchmeat! Ham Puzzle 


(Sez the Rancho by Milt, W6RJO 
Cucamong a City News) ll ere's the solution to last month's puzzler: 


Each Heard Island Operator's solo proficiency was 80,000 / 
70 X 24 = 47.6 QSO's per hour. If "Q" is the QSO loss rate per hour 
due to inter-operator eyeball QSO's, then the eight member team 
proficiency was: (8 X 80,000 / 70 X 24) - Q, or 381 - Q QSO's per 
hour. The total operating team hours (240) equals 80,000 QSO'S / 
Number of team QSO's per hour. 240 = 80,000 / (381 - Q). Alge- 
bra says that Q = 381 - (80,000 / 240) = 47.6 lost QSO's per hour. 
(Note: this amounts to the effective loss of one operator.) For the ten 
day period, there were 47.6 X 10 X 24 = 11,424 lost QSO's. If the team members were 
robots, they would have scored at least 80,000 + 11,424 = 91,424 QSO's. But 80,000 
is not too shabby considering all their other aggravations! 

There were two winners this month! Shel Shallon, W6EL came up with 11,429 lost 
QSO's, Mark Weiss, K6FG reported 11,428.568. The roughly five "Q" difference is 
"rounding up" in my brain (I do the math in my head.) Congratulations! Your awards 
are on the way.
